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The Seoretmry of the Interior on Govern-

mental Powers,
How, Orvicne H. BrRowNiNG, ol Illinois,
Secretary of the Interisr, has written a letter
of great length to his old conslitnents on the
subject of the relative powers of the various
departments of the Government, This lotter
is published in the National Intelligencer,
with the statement that it is indorsed by the
Prosident. It is another instance of special
pleading in favor of the Executive pollcy‘,nnd ia
both specious in its reasoning and perspicuous
in Its style.

Mr. Browning opens his letter with the
assurance that ‘‘the safety of a free gov-
ernment is in keeping the power near the
people.” This is rather an extraordinary ad-
mission, considering that the letter is penned
in favor of increased Executive power. We
w.uld heartily endorse Mr Browning, The
safoty of & free government does lie in keep-
ing power near the people, and as Congress is
one degree nearer than the President, we
think It is better for our liberty that the
“power be centred In one hundred and fifty
men rather than diffused among one.”

A little further on he states that the “mem-
bers of Congress are responsible to no power
but the will of the dominant party.” By
this we suppose he means that they are re-
sponsible to no party except the people, And
to whom should they be, and who would hold
them to a stricter responsibibility? Is the
Executive reached more easily, hedged in as he
is by the thousand techuicalitics and armed
with the thousand powers of his position? Is
the Judiciary, who hold office for life and are
protected by all the gaarantees of the Cone
stitution? Surely there is no department to
whom power could be moie salely entrusted,
and for any abuse of which the members
would be more speedily punished.

One more point, and we will leave the

letter. The Secretary says “that negro sws-
frage is the real and only substantial cause
of controversy between the Legislative and
Ezecutive branches of the Government,” and
asks,‘in the most solemn terms, whether,upon
such an issue, we are to be plunged into an~
other civil war?’ When Mr., Browning
makes this statement, he utters what ho-
knows to be a wiltul falsehood. Negro saf-
frage has notbing whatever to do with the
issue, The Constitutional amendment does
not contemplate any such provision, It is a
matter for the States to settle.
i} Congress and all the great body of the
Republican party grant that, and it is ons of
the saddest signs of our times that a
Cabinet minister should condescend to pander
to the prejudices of the ignorant, and seek
to secure votes by the utterance of what he
must know to be untrue. In regard to the
threat about a civil war, we have heard thal
before, and we are vot to be driven from our
principles by muttered anathemas or the
invocation of any such bugsboo. ‘The
people of the North are ruled by wisdom, and
having carefully Investigated the Constitu-
tional amendment, they have decided in its
{avor, and will stand by 1t to the last.

The Baltimore Difficulty—Let the Courts
Decide.
Ir seems to us that the Maryland imbroglio
is a matter whose settlement does not call for
8 resort lo violence on either side, Itisa
mere dispute as to the constraction or consti-
tutionality of & certain statute, and in such a
case an appeal lies divectly to the Courts,
The Governor claims the right, under the
law, to remove the Police Commissioners of
the city of Baltimore for alleged official mis-
conduct. The Commissioners deny his right
to remove them, except upon conviction
before a court ol competent jurisdiction.
They deny the Governor’s right to try them.
They deny that the law gives him a rizht to
try them, or that it would be constitutional if
It professed to give him that right. Able
lawyers give opposite opinions upon the sub-
Ject. Reverdy Jobnson—who is a bitter par-
tisan—of course colncides with the Governor,
The Attorney-General of the State sides, it is
sald, with the Commissioners.

Now, in such a caye as this, all talk of re-
sorting to force s as absurd as it is repre-
hensible. Oune ot the chier ohjects for which
the courts of law are counstituted, is to decide
just such questions as these, The Commis.
sioners being already In possession of their
offices, have a right to hold on to thyem until
they are legally deposed therefrom, I yyg
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ate, The old authoritiea denied the conwi-
tulionality of the law, and malniained thelr
police until & decision waes made by the conrt
of final resort. Here is a direct precedent tor
the Baltimore case, If Governor Swann ap-
points new Police Commissioners, they must
appeal to the courts,

We have not discussed the merits of the
question which underifes all this trouble.
Our readers are well aware that it is an
attempt of the Rebel element in Baltimore to
override and trample under foot the laws of
the State excluding Rebels and Rebel sym-
pathizers from the polls. That is the whola
contest in a nutshell. The only real fault
that can be found with the Police Commis-
sioners is that they are disposed (aithfully to
carry out the laws., This Is the true offense
of which, in Rebel eyes, they are guilty:
Governor Swann, Reverdy Johnson, and
Montgomery Blair are on the side of the
Rebels, Democratic partisans outside of
Maryland side with the Rebels, beoause their
‘votas are essontial to the successs of
their party. Swaon himself is a can-
didate for the Senate of the United Slates,
and this fuss which he bas kicked up in
Baltimore is a part of his programme for
securing an election. The removal of the
Police Commissioners is desired, so as to put
others In their places who will not enforce
the laws. It is purely a political movement
on the part of Swaon and the Rebels, and
they cannot suceeed in bringing on a collision
without putting themselves in the position of
nggressors, They will hesitate before going
to this extremily.

The Senntorial Trio from Vermont.
For the flrst time in the history of our
country, a Legislature of a State has been
called upon to elect three United States
Senators on the same day. Last winter the
Green Mountain State lost both her faithful
members of the upper House. The Hon.
Solomon Foot, President of the Senate, died
suddenly at the capital, and within & month
his colleague, Hon. Jacob Collamer, followed
in bis footsteps. As the term of Mr. Collamer
would have expired on the 4th of March,
1867, 1t devolved on the Legislature to elect
his successor to flll the vacancy occasloned
by his death, and also that caused by Mr.
Foot's decease. This daty Iwas performed
yesterday. Hon. L. P. Poland was chosen to
act during the ensuing sesslon. Mr. Poland
was appointed by the Governor to fill the
vacancy, and did his daty fa thiully during
the stormy sessions of last winter. He is
bardiy as radical as many would desire,
yet it is well to have the zeal of many tem-
pered by wisdom and discretion.

Hon. George T. Edmunds was elected to
serve until March, 1869. He is the present
incumbent, and has also demonstrated his
fitness for the position. He was also the
selection made by Governor Dillingham.

But the best choice made, and the one most
calculated to cause satisfaction over the en-
tire North, is that of Hon. Justin S. Morrill for
the full term from March, 1867, Mr. Morrill has
been for many years in the House,having been,
we believe, re-elected five times. He has been
a member of the Committee on Ways and
Means since his entraice on public lie, and
at the commencement of the last session, on
the retirement of Hon. Thaddeus Stevens
from that Committee, became its chairman.
As an occupant of that important position,
he proved himself an able statistician, an
efficient financier, and a most valuable pub-
lic servant. His speech on the tarifl, and his
powers 83 a committee-man, won for him a
foremost place in the lower House. We
need his presence in the Senate. That body
isthe true fleld for deliberation and learn-
ing. Itis the duty of the Representatives to
originate measures, and for the Senate to sit

‘In judgment ; and we know of no one better

suited for the task than Mr, Morrill. His
selection, therefore, is to be warmly com-
mended, and the country to be congratu-
lated on the accession to ite councils of an
experienced statesman,

Reform in England and Republicanism
in America.

Ture “reform” agitation progresses apace in
Epgland, and is manifesting itsell in immense
popular gatherings, outrivalling in size any
ever witnessed in this country. The object
aimed at by the leaders of this movement is
thus stated by John Bright in a recent speech
betore a monster demonstration at Leads,
where 120,000 peogle aré said to bave been
present :—

“Our object ia this—to restore popular repre-
sentation in this country; to make the House of
Commons the oigan and representative ol the
nation, and notof a small ¢lass of it. If you
look over all the world, you will now see fhat
representation is extending everywnoere, and the
degree of I8 compleleness is becoming the
n.en-ure of pational hberty, not ouly in the
North Americun contiuents, but in tbe pations
and kingdoms of old Burope,

The great masses of the people of Eng-
land, as is well known, are disiranchised, and
deprived of any voice in the Government

Governor attempis to remove them, and ap-
points other persons in their places, these now
appointees must appeal, not to force, not to
the military, not to the mob, but to the courls.
No force can be legally or properly used until
the courts have decided the question at issue,
The law provides a remedy for ousiing an In-
cumbent from an office which he is not entl-
tled to hold. The Governor caunot forcibly
induct his appointees, should he make any,
for that would be to decide the very question
which the courts are bound to decide, Unless,
then, the Governor and his party are deter-
mined to bring on & collision, we do not see
how oune is possible.

A very similar case occurred in New York
when the Legislature took the control of the
polloe of that city from the bands of the city
sutborities, and conferred it upon Commis-
sloners appoluted by the Governor and Sen-
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under which they live. It is worthy of re-
mork that the extension of the suffrage s

rpirit of the great body of the people of the
nited Siates,™

Cieero anys that all the arts of humanity
have & certain common bond; and so, too,
there is & common bond of sympathy between
all those who, In the various countrles of
the world, are laboring for the liberation and
elevation of the people, They build from a
common basis of principles, and work towards
a common eénd. The triumph of liberal doe-
trines in one nation is the precursor of similar
trinmphs In others. The libaratlon of one
people paves the way for the enfranchisement
of another. A Republican victory in the
United Sta'es strengthens the hands of the
reformers in England, while every success
they gain reacts in turn upon us. Thus the
great doctrine of the Human Brotherhood
manifes's Itself in the actual movements of
men,

THE BATEMAN CORCERTS.
NO. 11,

It would be worse than folly to attempt to
deny that the series of Baleman Concerts, this
week being given at Musicul Fund Hall, are the
most excellent and cholee ever presented before
a Philadelphia public. They are 80, beenuse of
the primary superiorily of the performers with-
out exception, and the appropriate and belitting
selections of the first masters made by each, as
applicable to the particular componency and
compase of voiece,

In a miscellaneous concert the fine renditions”
of some of the more prominent and well traincd
members irequentdy become nugatory, bronnse
of deteriornung and dampening influences of
attaches who may be false in tone, delective in
time, or with & style so repulsive and foreign
to the idea of the composer of the piece essayed,
8% to render a corrcot production, or even &
respectable approach to it, an impossibility,

Not so with the Bateman Troupe. Each one
is astar in their particular sphere, and those who
have attended the concerts given on either of
the last two eveuings are sutely satisfied of this.
Itis & certainty that a vast proportion of our
music-ioving and muosle-going public are not
sware of the gennine merit and artistie talout
of these singerr, or there would be a more ex-
emplary at'endance than there was last even-
ing, It is nue the attendance was fair, con-
sidering that the other places of amusement
presented pariicular attractions; but with our
vast musical population and increasing love for
the clegant, it 1s surprising that the hall was
not crow ded.

M'me Parepa was in fine vocal condition, and
appeared lo be quite domesticated with the
audience. She was received with great ap-
plauge, and sanz the cavatina of Donizettl, “0
luce di guest animsa,” with muoech force and
power, The piece itsclf has been, and likely
always will be, a great favorite with the
public, and s conecidered a gem fin the
tine opera of Linda. Mme Parepa has
excellence in her interprotations, eutirely
independent of her fine volume of voice. She
gives the lights and shades of the plece with
that digereet and commendable jndgment to
which only a thorough artist can approxi-
mate. Her sforzando, cresoendo, and  dimi-
nuendo can almost be anticipated by a
delicate  ear, 80  precise and timely
is her atlention concentrated upon any of
these given specialties, and so truthiully and
carnestly Is the distinction warked. Her volce
irselt 15, as we have heretofore stated, a pure
soprano of the higher order of cultivation,
rich, musical, und full of the sympathetic when
necessary, having much evenness and smooth-
ness of tone, with lofty range and great power
of sustainance, The encore to *'0 luce” was
an  English ballad, entitled “I have
a Leiter from thy Bire,” & beautiful

composition, full of the prophetic, and most
dehbghtiully and expressively given. In the
second partshe saur the duetio “Parigl o cars”
with Signor Brignoll. Thnis Is fiom the opera of
Travialy, the mere mention of whicu fills the
mirnds of Fhiladelpliuns with delightful re-
collections, Brigpnoli himeell never was in
better veolee, sud his tine sccent, clear and
gusking tones, and well-executed embelllsh-
ments, remain in one’s memory long after
the conclusion of his stimns. He gave the
romaoza of Verdl (ifrom I Fombard:), “La mia
Letizu,” with much elegance sad unicety, his
pradunt and well-definea swell on 1ts tfuale
calling forth a perteot storm of applause, to
which he responded by singing » song in
Englsh, entitled “Good-bye, Sweelhieart, g10d-
bye.” It was composed by Mr. J. L, Hatton,
conductor ot the coneert, who i+, by-the-way, 8
fulthiul accompanyist and gentlemauly director,
